It is lik ely tha t on account of its be­ 
ing extrem ely sm all it has escaped a t ­ 
tention. 
In fact it seem s to have been 
overlook ed by the b otanists also, as w e 
are unable to find it classed am ong the 
sensitive plants. 
T his is an annu a l herb, and the entire 
plant, including the flowers, is >f a deep 
rick 
red 
color. 
It rarely reaches a 
height of m ore tha n three inches and is 
never so broad. 
T he leaves are s pa tu ­ 
la te 
w hen 
und istu rb ed 
and 
pre­ 
sent 
m any 
sm all 
fibrillae and 
se­ 
crete 
at 
their 
tips 
a 
te na ­ 
cious fluid w hich is capable of holding 
ihe very small insects, such as a nts and 
tlie lik e, upon w hich it feeds. W hen any 
of these get lodged in the fluid aud dis­ 
tu rb these tibrillae the leaves slowly ac­ 
quire a deep cup shape and som etim es 
curl 
com pletely 
up over 
their 
victim 
W hen they have 
absorbed 
the insect 
they slowly recover their original shape 
leaving only the sk eleton of the insect 
rem aining.

Instance, tu e b u tcher's b ill, which is 
u su ally the most seriou s item of do­ 
mestic expenditu re. 
Jt is a trifle dis­ 
concerting to b e told that when the 
thrify hou sewife expends money u pon 
the b est cu ts of b eef, no less than 
three-qu arters of the su m is pflid for 
water. 
Yet 
su ch 
is u nqu estionab ly 
the case—vou ched for b y the highest 
analytical au thorities. 
Uncooked b eef 
or mu tton contains exactly 75 per cent, 
(or three-fou rths of its whole b u lk) of 
water. 
O ther kinds of m eat are less flu id in 
their natu re. 
I amb , for example, con­ 
tains only 64 per cent of water. 
Pork 
has still less, the am ou nt varying from 
50 to 60 per cent. 
Bu t those who 
b u y smoked b acon really pu rchase the land are enou gh to make anyone mad. 


“The other day I was ou t with a 
small p arty in a rather large car. 
We w ent some thirtz-flve miles, and 
du ring tha t entire trip only ou e ani­ 
mal really scared. 
In ou r State, if 
a driver waves, his hand a machine 
Is compelled to stop u ntil the horse

Bu t It is a still greater su r­ 
prise to learn that cu cu mb ers, veget­ 
ab le marrows and pu mpkins are on-

self, ohemicallv speaking. 
Nineteen- 
twentieths of this su b stance is water, 
su spended, as it were, in a frail net­ 
work of solid matter. 
This b rings to 
light the extraordinary fact that a cu ­ 
cu mb er has from 7 to 9 per cent more 
w ater in 
its composition 
than 
the 
milk which we drink ou t of a glass! 
It is qu ite impossib le to determine 
the ar.^u nt of w ater in any su b stance, 
and thu s arrive at the price which we 
have to pay f^r it, withou t carefu l 
analysis. 
The hard, dense-fleshed ap­ 
ple contains from 8 0 to 8 2 per cent 
of water, and the oomnaratively solid- 
looking straw b erry 90 per cent, the 
m ost lu sciou s grapes yield only 8 0 per 
cent of w ater when su b jected to the 
analytical process. 
Foods which contain only a small 
percentage of w ater are u su ally u nfit 
for hu man 
consu mption 
u ntil 
they 
have b een cooked. 
T he cu linary art, 
redu ced to its simplest terms, consists 
mainly in innu m erab le 
devices 
for 
pu tting w ater to food in an attrac­ 
tive manner. 
Bread is a capital case 
In point. 
Dry wheaten flou r contains, 
as a ru le, ab ou t 12 per cent of water; 
and dry wheaten flou r wou ld b e voted 
anything b u t a satisfactory article of 
food b y the majority. 
Bread, on the 
other hand, is the acknowledged staff 
of life. 
In this, its changed form, the 
flou r ha« received an addition of wa­ 
ter 
u ntil 
the 
percentage 
has 
arteen to from 45 to 50 
This Increase 
of moistu re has b rou ght ab ou t import­ 
ant chemical change« , which have con­ 
verted the dry and u ninviting flou r in­ 
to a pleasant and easily digested food. 
At the same time, it is occasionally 
possib le, after adding water to food 
in 
the 
cooking 
process, 
finally to 
evaporate It again with excellent re­ 
su lts. 
This we do in the case of b is­ 
cu its, 
which 
seldom 
contain 
more 
than 8 per cent of w ater when they 
come from the oven—that. is. some 
fou r per cent leas than the original 
flou r. 
Fr^m t*e« e facts we b egin to 
realize that N atu re does not really 
chest u s when she m akes u s pay a 
premiu m on w ater when we think we 
are b u ying food. 
A large qu antity of 
water is necessary not only to rend­ 
er food palatab le, b u t also to make It 
at. all edib le. 
Sneaking b roadly, all 
dry food is indigestib le food; and thu s 
w ater Is seen to play a part in ou r 
dietary far more im portant than is at 
first evident. 
Chemical change u nder 
an ab solu tely dry condition is impos­ 
sib le; and with equ al certainty it may 
b e said that if the stomach is depriv­ 
ed of its du e allowance of w ater nac­ 
res?« ry for the digestion of any par­ 
ticu lar food, it fails in its work.—Sci­ 
entific American.

Institu tions did not interest him. 
Mu sic did. 
We find 
Glu ck and W agner and others trou b led with the worn-ou t follies 
of estab lished methods and mad to su b stitu te for them som e­ 
thing more logical. 
Mozart simply sang. 
He wrote grand operas 
and com ic operas. 
He pu t comic elem ents into his grand operas and grand 
elem ents into his comic operas. 
He wrote a Masonic opera. 
H e wrote al­ 
most anything that came along. 
He fou nded no school. 
He fou nd him­ 
self 
He was only thirty-five w hen he said: 
“I have the taste of death on 
my tongu e, I smell the grave.” 
His b ody was du mped into the P otte r’s field 
in a fu riou s rain-storm tha t drove aw ay w hat few m ou rners followed his 
hearse. 
Bu t he had com m itted to immorality tho&e great operas: 
“The Elope­ 
m ent from the Seraglio,” “The Marriage of Figaro,” “Don Giovanni,” “Cosi 
fan T u tte ” and “The Magic Flu te.” 
W hat miracles might not Mozart have wrou ght had he lived, as W agner 
did, to his fu ll three score and ten. 
Mozart’s half-portion of a life was fu ll of 
u ps and downs, mainly downs. 
He was often withou t food; ho was withou t 
fu el, and he and his wife 
waltzed together to keep warm. 
He was kicked 
down-stairs like a disgraced servant. 
His last composition was a Requ iem, 
w ritten to b e signed b y another man. 
W hen he was dying, his doctor, whom 
he owed too mu ch money, refu sed to leave the theatre to attend him. 
And 
he w ent to an u nknown grave in the rain alone. 
Yet none of these morb id, these shamefu l and pitifu l things, vitiate hii 
mu sic. 
More than that of any other composer, it is fu ll of seraphic charm, 
it revels in an aristocratic grace, it is shot throu gh with a strangely golden 
su nlight. 
As Vernon Blackb u rn said: 
“ Poor Mozart! 
Yet, who is the ordi­ 
nary man that he shou ld say ‘poor’ of su ch an immortal character? 
It is 
not likely that he wou ld have given u p one golden moment of his gloriou s 
inspiration for the comforts of a su ltan. 
He was the golden child of mu sic, 
scarcely in any sense a revolu tionary. 
He was the gloriou s link which com­ 
b ined the mu sic of the eighteenth centu ry with the mu sic of the nineteenth; 
the strictest formalist, t.he impeccab le m aster of cou nterpoint, the respecter In 
every way of traditions, you can see him, as It were, on the tiptoe of the 
fu tu re, b earing in his b rilliant sou l, and b earing it lightly, all the b u rdens of 
the past.”—Sm ith’s Magazine.

work u nless we are sick, and then the danger of a hct-b ox is to b e con­ 
sidered. 
The invention of the safety valve for steam-engines has saved thou sand* 
of lives and millions of dollars of property. 
It is an invention that stands 
prom inently to the front in this age of mechanical progress. 
Bu t N atu re su p­ 
plied u s each with a safety valve which for effectiveness works b etter than 
any m ade b y man. 
If we did not have this safety valve we wou ld not live 
twenty-fou r hou rs. 
T his safety valve is the perspirative, or sweat, gland, 
and to 
m ake su re that we wou ld not ru n short of the su pply she 
has fu r­ 
nished 
the b ody with some two and 
a half millions of them. 
If ou r 
tem peratu re rose seven or eight degrees we wou ld die within a few hou rs, 
and yet we cou ld not ru n, row, play tennis, b all, or even walk safely anv 
distance withou t increasing ou r tem peratu re to the danger i>oint if we had 
no safety valve provided so ingeniou sly b y Natu re. 
T he cu p-and-b all socket and The air-tight, valve were first u sed in the 
hu m an 
b ody. 
If ou r hip joints and arm s were not provided with 
air-tight 
sockets we wou ld get too tired to continu e ou r work for any length of time 
in ju st holding these limb s together b y mu scles. 
It is the pressu re of the air 
which holds them in place, and thu s all physical effort is avoided. 
In the 
variou s air-tight joints and sockets fou nd in the hu m an b ody one m a y find 
nearly all the mechanical principles involved in the air-b rake or the u se of 
com pressed air for a thou sand different things. 
Some one exclaims tha t Natu re did not discover b all b earings, a mechani­ 
cal device which has revolu tionized the vehtclar world.

,0 0 0,0 0 0. 
Not only does those defeats cost us 
more than the army and the grand 
navy we would hate to use. but they 
exceed, besides, 
the expense 
of the 
whole pension list and tin* price we pay 
for maintaining the entire national gov­ 
ernment. 
Half a billion of that stupendous tax 
levied by our insect enemies yearly is 
taken away from us while we are grow 
ing the crops that are to feed 11s from 
year to year; the foe does not wait 
until his loot is ripe. 
Another 
$1 0 0,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 
is 
destroyed 
while cereals and forage crops are in 
storage, lx*fore their human owners can 
consume them; and still another $100,- 
(mhmhio is ruined in our forests and for­ 
est products, a resource in which our 
own improvidence has already left us 
poor as church mice. 
The chinch bug takes from the na­ 
tion’s $1,000,000,000 corn crop, a toil 110 
larger than the corn root worm; and 
the $20,000,000 worth ruined by each of 
them is <*quuled by tin* depredations ot 
half a hundred other insatiable robbers 
— wirewonns. cut worms, army worms, 
stalk-borers, plant 
lice, locusts 
and 
grasshoppers. 
The Hessian fly usually charges our 
wheat crop about $40,oo0,00u for the 
eost of his entertainment, but some­ 
times. as in IOOO, be eosts $100,000,000. 
In the south the c o tt o n boll weevil, 
chewing up $2<MK>0,000 of one of the 
land's great staples, is aided to the ex­ 
tent of $10,000,000 by the boll worm and 
the leafworm. 
In the apple orchards, the ubiquitous 
coddling moth enjoys a banquet that 
Costs us $2 0,0 0 0,0 0 0. while the insect 
enemies of trees, pursuing their nefar­ 
ious activities into the farmer’s wood- 
lot and the national forest reserves, eat 
up 110 less than $7 0,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 
of growing 
timber during any twelvemonth tin* for­ 
esters keep watch upon them. 
Those bloody culprits, the ox warble, 
and the various biting tlies and ticks— 
including buffalo gnats, gadflies, botflies 
and screw-worm flies-—amid an endless 
animal anguish which man lias thus 
far failed to prevent, slaughter values 
in live stock to the extent of $1 7 7

0< X), 
And if one were to Itetake himself 
tomorrow to tin* Department of Agricul­ 
ture at Washington, where the fearful 
might of our insect foes is most thor­ 
oughly respected, intent upon observing 
the despair such terrible odds should 
inspire, he would Ik* greeted, instead, 
with faces smiling over victories that 
are being steadily extended and the 
historic* words of old Paul Jones:

According to Frederick Heilman, a 
mining engineer who lives in New York 
and who has traveled much in Africa, 
there are two diseases which it will 
be necessary for President Roosevelt 
and his party, who are contemplating 
a 
hunting 
trip 
in 
that country, 
to 
avoid. 
“ The most dreaded disease in the 
Uganda Protectorate,” says Mr. Ilell- 
rnan, “ is the sleeping sickness, which 
is contracted by inoculation with tin* 
tsetse fly and is always fatal to white 
people. 
There is no cure for the dis­ 
ease so far. 
Dr. Koch’s toxin«* allevi­ 
ates tin* pain, but does not effect 
a 
dire. 
TliV ts«*tse fly that carries the 
germs of the sleeping sickness is of the 
same species as the South America!) 
tsetse fly that inoculates cattle with 
tin* dreaded rinderpest, but not 
tin* 
same insect. 
“ Over 2 0 0 ,0 0 0 
natives have died of 
the sleeping sickness in the islands on 
Lake Victoria Nyanza in the last feu 
years, and a considerable number of 
white men. The tsetse fly only inhabits 
the banks of rivers and lakes where 
there is heavy foliage and these places 
should be carefully avoided. 
There 
is practically little or no foliage on the 
banks of Lake Albert Nyanza and no 
sleeping sickness, but it is epidemic 
in the regions of the Great l^tke. as 
Victoria Nyanza is called 
in 
East 
Africa. 
“ The next most dangerous disease 
in Uganda Protectorate is culled ‘spirlt- 
lum fever.’ 
The germs are carried by 
the spiritlum tick. 
The disease has 
only lately been known to white peo­ 
ple and no cure has been discovered 
for It. 
The fever causes the tempera­ 
ture of the victim to rise to 1 0 8, pro- 
ducing delirium, and the only relief is 
to wrap the head in a cloth and pour 
a steady stream of cool water over it 
until 
the fever 
has 
been 
reduced. 
Kpiritlum fever is unpleasant, but not 
fatal to white people who are in or«li- 
nary goo«l health. 
Quinine is of no us«* 
for either of these disorders, but 
it 
should be taken at regular intervals 
during the sojourn 
in 
East Africa, 
whether one is ill or not. 
tk “ The most dangerous after effect of 
spiritlum fever is that it causes tem- 
porary blindness and its victims have 
to stay in a dark room f«>r six weeks 
or more before their eyes become suf­ 
ficiently strong to face the bright A fri­ 
can sunlight with blue glasses.”
